Of U. S. That Submarine 
Warfare Shall Stop. 



DOES NOT DIRECTLY ANSWER 

The American Representation 
Concerning Recent Sink- 
ing Of Lusftania. 

THE PILL TEXT IS HEBE HIVES 



The following Is the full text of 
Germany's reply to President Wil- 
son's recent note anent the sinking 
of the Lusltanla, &c: 

"The undersigned has the honor 
to submit to Ambassador Gerard the 
following answer to the communi- 
cation of May 15, regarding the In- 
jury to American Interests through 
German submarine warfare: 

"The Imperial Government has 
subjected the communication of the 
American Government to a thorough 
Investigation. It entertains also a 
keen wish to co-operate In a frank 
and friendly way In clearing up a 
possible misunderstanding which 
may have arisen in the relations be- 
tween the two Governments through 
the events mentioned by the Ameri- 
can Government. 

"Regarding, firstly, the cases of 
the American steamers Cushing and 
Gulflight. The American Embassy 
has already been informed that the 
German Government has no Inten- 
tion of submitting neutral ships in 
the war zone, which are guilty of no 
hostile acts, to atttacks by a subma- 
rine or submarines or aviators. On 
the contrary, -the German— forces 
have repeatedly been Instructed 
most specifically to avoid attacks on 
such shU>s. 

"If neutral ships in recent months 
have suffered through the German 
submarine warfare, owing to mis- 
takes in identification, it Is a ques- 
tion only of quite Isolated and ex- 
ceptional cases, which can be attrib- 
uted to the British Government's 
ab'uae of flags, together with the sus- 
picious or culpable behavior of the 
masters of the ships. 

"The German Government, In all 
cases in which it has been shown by 
Its investigations that a neutral 
ship, not itself at fault, was damag- 
ed by German^ submarines or avia- 
tors, has expressed regret over the 
unfortunate accident, and, if Justi- 
fied by conditions, has offered In- 
demnification. 

"The cases of the Cushing and 
the Gulflight will be treated on the 
same prluclples. An investigation 
of both cases is in progress, the re- 
sult of which will presently be com- 
municated to the Embassy. The 
situation can, if necessary, be sup- 
plemented by an international call 
on the International Commission of 
Inquiry, as provided by Arlcle III. 
of The Hague agreement of October 
18, 1907. 

"When sinking the British steam- 
er Falaba, the commander of the 
German submarine had the inten- 
tion of allowing the passengers and 
crew a full opportunity for a safe 
escape. Only when the master did 
not obey the order to heave-to. but 
fled and summoned help by rocket 
signals, did the German commander 
order the crew and passengers by 
signals and megaphone to leave the 
ship within ten minute*. He actu- 
ally allowed them twenty-three mlsi- 
utes time, and fired the torpedo 
only when suspicious craft were 
hastening to the assistance of the 
Falaba. 

"Regarding the loss of life by the 
sinking of the British passenger 
steamer Lusltanla, the Germau Gov- 
ernment has already expressed to 
the neutral governments concerned, 
Its keen regret that citlsens of their 
States lost their lives. 

"On this occasion the Imperial 
Government, however, cannot es- 
cape the Impression that certain 
Important facta having direct bear- 
ing on the sinking of the Lusltanla 
may have escaped the attention of 
the American Govemmeut. 

•in the Interest of • clear and 
complete understanding, which U 
the aim of both Governments, the 
Imperial Government considers it 
first necessary to convince Itself 
that the Information accessible to 
both (Joverumsnts about the facts 



of the case is complete and In ac- 
cord. 

"The Government of the United 
States proceeds on the assumption 
that the Lusltanla could be regard- 
ed as an ordinary unarmed mer- 
chantman. The Imperial Govern- 
ment allows Itself in this connec- 
tion to point out that the Luslta- 
nla was one of the largest and fast- 
est British merchant ships, built 
with government funds as an auxil- 
iary cruiser and, carried expressly 
as such In the 'navy list' Issued by 
the Brittlsh Admiralty. 

"It is further known to the Im- 
perial Government from trustworthy 
reports from its agents and neutral 
passengers that for a considerable 
time practically all the more valua- 
ble British merchantmen have been 
equipped with cannon and ammu- 
nition and other weapons and 
manned with persons who have been 
specially trained in serving guns. 
The Lusltanla, too, according to In- 
formation received here, had cannon 
aboard, which were mounted and 
concealed below decks. 

"The Imperial Government, fur- 
ther, has the honor to direct the 
particular attention of the Ameri- 
can Government to the fact that the 
British Admiralty, in a confidential 
instruction, Issued in February, 
1915, recommended Its mercantile 
shipping not only to seek protection 
under neutral flags and distinguish- 
ing marks, but also, while thus dis- 
guised, to attack German subma- 
rines by ramming. As a special ln- 
cttation to merchantmen to destroy 
submarines, the British Govern- 
ment also offered high prizes and 
has already paid such rewards. 

"The Imperial Government, In 
view of these facts indubitably 
known to it, is unable to regard 
British merchantmen In the zone of 
naval operations specified by the 
Admiralty staff of the German navy 
as 'undefended.' German command- 
ers consequently are no longer able 
to observe the customary regula- 
tions of the prize law, which they 
before always followed. 

"Finally, the Imperial Govern- 
ment must point out particularly 
that the Lusltanla on Its last trip, 
as on earlier occasions, carried Ca- 
nadian troops and war material, In- 
cluding no less than 5,400 cases of 
ammunition intended for the de- 
struction of the brave German sol- 
diers, who are fulfilling their duty 
with self-sacrifice and devotion in 
the Fatherland's service. 

"The German Government be- 
lieves that It was acting In Justified 
self-defense in seeking with all the 
means of warfare at its disposition 
to protect the lives of Its soldiers by 
destroying ammunition intended for 
the enemy. 

."The British shipping company 
must have been aware of the dan- 
ger to which the passengers aboard 
the Lusltanla were exposed under 
these conditions. The company In 
embarking them, notwithstanding 
this, attempted deliberately to use 
the lives of American citizens as 
protection for the ammunition 
aboard, and acted against the clear 
provisions of the American law, 
whicli expressly prohibits the for- 
warding of passengers on ships 
carrying ammunition, and provides 
a penalty therefor. The company, 
therefore, Is wantonly guilty of the 
death of so many passengers. 

"There can be no doubt, accord- 
ing to the definite report of the sub- 
marine's crmmander, which is fur- 
ther confirmed by all other Infor- 
mation, that the quick sinking of 
the Lusltanla Is primarily attribut- 
able to the explosion of the ammu- 
nition shipment caused by a torpe- 
do. The Lusltania's passengers 
would otherwise, In all human prob- 
ability, have been saved. 

"The Imperial Government con- 
siders the above-mentioned facts im- 
portant enough to recommend them 
to the attentive examination of the 
American Government. 

"The Imperial Government, while 
withholding Its final decision on the 
demands advanced In connection 
with the sinking of the Lusltanla 
until receipt of an answer from the 
American Government, feels Impell- 
ed In conclusion to recall here and 
now that it took cognisance with 
satisfaction of the mediatory pro- 
posals submitted by the I'nlted 
States Government to Berlin and 
London as a basis for a modus Vi- 
vendi for conducting the maritime 
warfare between Germany and 
Great Britain. ' The Imperial Gov- 
ernment, by Its readiness to enter 
upon a discussion of these propo- 
sals, then demonstrated its good In- 
tention* In ample fashion. The 
realisation of these proposals was 
defeated, as Is well known by the 



declinatory , attitude of the British 
Government. 

"The undersigned takes occasion, 
etc. JAOOW." 
Wilson Will Not Quibble. 

Washington, May 31. — The I'nlt- 
ed States will not argue with Ger- 
many over the Lusltanla note. There 
will be no pourparlers as to whether 
the ship carried explosives or guns. 
America will stand on her original 
demands and will ask Germany to 
reply to these demands or take the 
consequences. The attitude of this 
Government will go forward In a 
short note and promptly. 

While no one knows from the 
President what he will do, now that 
the text of the German note has 
been handed to him, his closest as- 
sociates are confident that the above 
represents his attitude. 

The essence of his protest was 
that Germany desist from a naval 
practice which sent men, women and 
children to their death. The Presi- 
dent feels that this dominating as- 
pect of the American note has been 
utterly ignored by Germany. 

The publication of the note has 
only served to increase the amaze- 
ment of the Administration at the 
German position. Information has 
come to them that even the German 
Embassy is disappointed and em- 
barrassed over the attitude assumed 
by the Imperial Government. 

INDICTMENTS AGAINST 
II PROMINENT FARMER 

Of Daviess County— John Berry 
Charged With Poisoning 
Livestock. 



The Owensboro Messenger of Fri- 
day says: 

John Berry, a large laud owner 
in the West Louisville-Curdsvllle 
neighborhood, was indloted in Cir- 
cuit Court on three charges of ad- 
ministering poison to livestock, from 
which the animals died. Bench war- 
rants were ordered to issue at once 
and the bail was fixed at $1,500 In 
two cases and $1,250 in the third, 
making a total ball of $4,250. Pun- 
ishment for the offenses charged in 
the indictments is from oue to five 
years in the penitentiary for each 
count. 

Berry was arrested about 5 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon by Deputy Sher- 
iffs Ben Lancaster and James How- 
ard, who Immediately after the 
indictments were returned and bench 
warrants were issued, in an auto- 
mobile. When apprised of their 
mission Berry had little to say. but 
submitted to arrest without ques- 
tion. Circuit Court being in ses- 
sion, the officers could not accept a 
bond for his appearance and he was 
brought to Owensboro and given 
Into the custody of Jailer Howard. 

Berry is worth probably $75,000 
and has a family of five children, 
t iree of whom are grown and two 
almost grown. Four boys and one 
girl, the latter married, make up 
his familv, besides his wife. 

The Indictments grew out of the 
poisoning of three horses, some 
months ago, of Esquire William O. 
Rlney. his brother, Walter Rlney, 
and Tave Vowells. at West Louis- 
ville. The stomachs of the three 
animals, which were of high value, 
were sent to the State laboratory at 
Lexington for examination. A re- 
port was received by wire Tuesday 
from the chemists to the effect that 
strychnine in large quantities was 
found in the stomachs. This infor- 
mation was produced before the 
grand Jury.

Washington, May 29. — Everything 
points to a change In the Adminis- 
trators Mexican policy. 

It] Is felt In well-in formed circles 
thatl this was forecast when Secreta- 
ry Tumulty to-night made a state- 
ment that the President will shortly 
have, something important to say 
ehor/t Mexico. The only important 
thing lie can say is either that peace 
has J>een restored or that peace 
must be restored. Since the former 
is manifestly untrue, there Is wide- 
spread belief In official circles that 
the President's statement will take 
the form of a warning to the Mexi- 
can factional leaders to settle their 
differences at once or expectt the 
United States to settle matters by- 
force of arms. 

President anticipated his 
n pronunclamento to-day by 
g to the people of this country 
a call for food for the starving 
thousands in Mexico City and in the 
ravaged territory where constant 
fighting has been in progress for 
eight years. 

Mr Tumulty's unusual action in 
issuing a card that the President 
will, make a statement, took the at- 
tentlpu of Washington from the for- 
eign situation and riveted It upon 
Mexico. It is felt that there may 
be sharp measures adopted by this 
Government and speedily toward 
the banditti who are now contesting 
for supremacy in Mexico, and in or- 
der to do this, of course, the army 
and navy would have to be dispatch- 
ed. 

That a change of policy is about 
to ho Initiated seems certain. That 
"watchful waiting" Is about over Is 
not doubted. But concerning the 
form of the President's awaited 
statement there Is much difference 
of opinion. 

The first intimation of the Presi- 
dent's determination came to-day in 
his appteal Issued as head of the 
American Red Cross, setting forth 
that "due to several years of Inter- 
nal disturbances, the unfortunate 
people of many parts of Mexico have 
been reduced to the verge of starva- 
tion." and urging contributions to 
relief funds. 

Later the White House gave out 
the following: 

"When the President's appeal for 
aid lor the Mexicans was Issued, It 
was also stated at the executive offi- 
ces that a statement from the Pres- 
ident on the recent situation in Mex- 
ico might be expected within the 
next few days." 

This statement has been prepared 
and wlH he Issued after the Cabinet 
meeting next Tuesday, and then 
communicated to the leaders of all 
the Mexican factions. 

Officials at the White House and 
State Department declined to say 
what the President's statement con- 
tained, but denied that recognition 
of any taction was now contemplat- 
ed It was stated authoritatively 
that while friends of Cairania here 
had lieen pressing for recognition, 
the Washington Government had not 
bean impressed with the ability of 
any of the contending chiefs to re- 
store order. The present action, it 
was said, was not intended to as- 
sist one faction at the expense of 
another, but to demand, in effect, 
that Hie Mexicans arrive at an early 
settlement of their troubles or at 
least provide for the sustenance of 
the .-laivlng population. 

RlKh officials referred to the Pres- 
ident a forthcoming pronouncement 
as not meaning immediate interven- 
tion and they emphasised t;ie word 
"Immediate." The Impression In 
executive quarters w»s that one pur- 
pose would be to place responsibili- 
ty for the present stats of affairs 
squarely upon the military elements 
In the Sunt I. en, republic. which 
have overruu the country and ap- 
propriated Us food supply or pre- 
vented the tlllln* f the soli. 

While anxious to continue the 



policy of allowing the Mexicans to 
settle their differences without out- 
side Interference, the President Is 
MM to be determined that the civil- 
ian population of the country shall 
not be starved In the meantime. 

SHAKERS ASK "RECEIVER 

FOR A COAX COMPANY 



Hopklnsville, Ky.. May 29. — Lo- 
gan Johns, Mary Wand and Lucllla 
Booker, trustees of the Society of 
Shakers, of South 1'nlon, Ky., have 
filed suit here asking that a receiv- 
er be appointed to take charge of 
the property and affairs of the Terry 
Coal & Coke Company, which owns 
valuable coal deposits between Em- 
pire and Mannington, in this county. 
The suit is based on the representa- 
tion that the plaintiffs own $$,008 
worth of bonds Issued by the coal 
compnny which, it is alleged!! have 
never been paid and on which the 
interest has been defaulted since 
Aprtr 1. 1910. 

Also that they own 550 shares of 
the par value of $1 each of preferr- 
ed stock and 1,100 shares par value 
of $1 each of the common stock In 
t he corporation. They therefore 
sue both as creditors and stockhold- 
ers. They allege that the company 
owes between $20,000 and $26,000, 
and that some court judgments have 
not been satisfied and that it is 
hopelessly insolvent.

WHEN BEING SHIPPER 



Washington, May SI. — Report! of 
hunger and suffering poured into 
American Red Cross headquarters 
to-day from all parts of Mexico, 
Supplementing its appeal to the 
American people for aid, the Bed 
Cross sent a telegram to the Gover- 
nor of every State which read: 

"There are u large number of un- 
fortunate people in Moxlco facing 
death by starvation ami the i 'resi- 
dent of the United States and the 
American Bed Cress make an appeal 
for money i.nd food, supplies, Olftl 
of corn, beans, rice and Hour will 
be accepted at any point in the I'nlt- 
ed States and forwarded by the Red 
Cross to Mexico through the most 
practicable route to reach the peo- 
ple In distress. 

"Money may be sent to local Red j 
Cross headquarters or to Bed Cross 
headquarters In Washington. Be- 
fore donated supplies are sent from 
any point. Instructions from Wash- 
ington will be furnished for routing. 
The mostt practicable waterway into 
Mexico at the present time and un- 
der the present conditions are Vera 
Cruz (via Galveston), Brownsville. 
Laredo, Eagle Pass and El Paso, 
Tex., and Nogales, Ariz." 

While supplies can enter Mexico 
through these gateways, the ques- 
tion of whether the Carranza or 
Villa military forces, as th% case 
may be. will Interfere, is still both- 
ering officials. A carload of corn 
and a carload of beans already are 
on the way, on assurance of railroad 
officials that they will go through 
Bafely. This will give Monlerey 
three or four days' food supply. 

H. W. Catlin. who is Interested in 
a plantation south of Mexico City 
and recently arrived from Vera 
Cruz, told Bed Cross officials to-day 
that beans were belug shipped from 
Vera Crus to Cuba, while people ere 
starving five miles outside of the 
Carranza capital. There were prac- 
tically no food supplies to be pur- 
chased In Mexico City, he Bald, and 
on his plantation people sad Be! the 
corn before it was ripe in lespera 
tlon. 

Catlin said only a few miles of 
track had been torn up on the load 
between Mexico Cit> anil Vera CfOJI 
aud that no bridges are down

THAT OF ANY OTHER NATION 

In the World-Wonderful 
Gain in Less Than Two- 
Thirds Of Century.

Washington, May 24. — The na- 
tional wealth la officially estimated 
at $187,730,000,000, or $1,965 for 
each man, woman and child In the 
country. 1Mb are the figures con- 
tained in the special bulletin, "Kstl- 
niated Valuation of National Wealth, 
t8.'.o-1912," which is about to be) 
Issued by Director Samuel L. Rog- 
ers, of the Bureau of the Census, 
Department of Commerce. 

In less than two-thirds of a cen- 
tury — (rom 1850 to 1012 — the to- 
tal wealth of the nation, excluding 
exempt real estate, increased from 
$7,136,000,000, or $308 per capita, 
to $1 75, 426, 000, 000, or $1,836 per 
capita, the percentages of Increase 
being 2,358 for the total and 496 
for the per capita amounts. In oth- 
er words, the wealth of the nation 
as a whole is nearly twenty-five 
linn s as great as it was in 1850, 
while that of the individual is about 
six times as great. 

The exempt real estate, which 
.was estimated at $12,314,000,000, 
or $129 per capita in 1912, Includes 
the buildings, other structures, and 
public works owned by the Federal, 
State and local governments, with 
the land on which they stand, tot 
gether with such real property of 
educational, charitable and relig- 
ious institutions as is exempt from 
taxation.

$8,908,000,000; California, $8,464,-

$5,000,000,000. 

The latest published estimate of 
the wealth of foreign countries show 
$108,280,000,000 for British Em- 
pire In 1903, of which amount $72.- 
997,000,000 was credited to the 
United Kingdom. The estimate for 
the rutted States in 1904 was $107.- 
104,000.000. The wealth of Cerma- 
ny in 1908 was estimated at $77,- 
864,000,000. Comparable estimates 
are not available for other nations.

FRONT NAME SEEMS POl'CLAIt 



Certain fatalities cling to Presi- 
dential candidates which would de- 
light the soul of a gypsy fortune 
teller Now that Presidential booms 
are beginning to flourish like skunk 
cabbage after a hard winter. It may 
Interest you to recall some of them. 

A I'nited States Senatorship Is a 
fearful handicap, Pennsylvania's 
only President bad been a Senator, 
but that was years before he went 
to the White House. Andrew John- 
son was a Senator, but he was sent 
to the Presidency by an assassin's 
bullet and not by ballots. 

Since Buchanan's day, Benjamin 
Harrison was the only man elected 
President who had got Into the Sen- 
ate, r.arfleld was a Senator-elect, 
but had not yet appeared In the 
north end of the National Capitol. 
Blaine was a Senator, but "Rum. 
Romanism and Rebellion" beat bin 
for President. 

This Senatorial hoodoo is respect- 
fully referred to Senators Root. 
Cummins, Borah, Weeks, et al., who 
have been spoken of us suitable ten- 
ants of the very desirable residence 
now ocupied by Woodrow Wilson. 

See what happened to Henry 
Clay! He was so precocious that 
Kentucky Ignored the Constitution 
of the United States and sent him 
to the Senate before he was 30 years 
old — the only case on record of a 
Senator's breaking the minimum 
age limit. 

But he never could reach the 
White House, although he possessed 
the abbreviated name which is an 
omen of Presidential preference. 
Long names are 1 not more popular 
with the voters than are Senators. 

McKinley, Cleveland, Harrison, 
Roosevelt and Wilson are all one- 
name President. And contrast, if 
you please, the two Harrisons. The 
elder was one of only two Presi- 
dents in all time who habitually 
were called by their three names — 
William Henry Harrison and John 
Qulncy Adams. 

But Grandfather Harrison was 
President only 30 days, so that the 
long-name fatality followed him 
even after election. 

The happiest combination seems 
to be a Governor with one "front" 
name. Hayes, Cleveland, McKinley. 
Roosevelt, Wilson — five Governors, 
of whom four sported but one cog- 
nomen. However, it seems better 
to have a long name than be Sena- 
tor, since in 50 years Grant, Hayes 
and Taft have received the coveted 
Presidential honor, although bur- 
dened with 50 per cent, more name 
than two-thirds of our President* 
have carried, while no mail has 
stepped directly from the Senate to 
the White House. 

It is only a mile from the Senate 
chamber to the Executive Mansion. 
It must have seemed a million to 
the aspiring legislators In the upper 
branch of Congress who attempted 
to traverse that short space 
[ Philad elphia Ledger.

Tuo Years Ago. 

The Democrat!'- party is responsi- 
ble for the prewnt primary elec-jo-i 
law In thl? State. The great Mas 
of the votes cast by this party are 
un| urchasable. Its members be. 
lleve In fair * lections and w|!l not 
tolerate unfair methods or means, 
landing to dtfeat the will of the 
people. • While the fundamental 
principles of this party and Its timc- 
iionored precedents still stand, the 
personnel of the party continually 
changes. Death reaps each year his 
toll from Its ranks and others oec- 
essarily must take the places of 
these called aw<tv. 

Twelve successive years Is no 
small period In the average life and 
during this period of time many 
changes have taken place in the 
ranks of this great party. Many of 
Its members who were actively at 
work in Its ranks twelve years ago 
and who are still loyal to this par-

Marconi, Inventor of the Wireless 
telegraph, who came here from lta 
ly to testify In the suit Involving 
Marconi wireless patents, announc- 
ed to-day In the Federal Court In 
Brooklyn that be would have to sail 
to-morrow morning for Italy, with 
his testimony not yet given, because 
of the Imminence of war between 
Italy and Austria. Mr. Marconi 
said he had been ordered to return 
hnme by the Italian Ambassador at 
Washington. When court convened 
to-day Mr. Marconi's counsel read, 
Jin behalf of the Inventor, the fol- 
lowing statement 

"While war has not yet been de- 
clared It is clear that It will be 
within a few hours. As the result 
of a talk with the Italian Ambassa- 
dor, I have been ordered to return 
at once to Italy and it will be nec- 
essary for me to sail to-morrow 
morning."

Henderson, Ky., May 22. — Busi- 
ness associates and friends of O. H.

For Many Years, More or 
Less, Austria Has Dom- 
inated Italy. 



ITALY FIGHTING FOR FHEHDOM 



The crisis in Italy is a legacy of 
an event of a centry ago. The Con- 
gress of Vienna iu 1815, dominated 
by Austria, left the Italian peninsu- 
la in a state of unstable equilibrium 
which still exists. 

From St. Helena Napoleon wrote: 
"Italy, Isolated between her natural 
limits, is destined to form a great 
and powerful nation. Italy is one 
nation; unity of language, customs 
aud literature must, within a period 
more or less distant, untte her 
inhabitants under one sole govern- 
ment. Aud Rome will, without the 
^lightest doubt, be chosen by the. 
Italians as their capital." 

Yet the eminent gentlemen who 
controlled the Congress of Vienna 
saw nothing in this. They did not 
even attempt a loose confederation. 
Italy was divided Into in States, 
each one too small to have any In- 
fluence, and all of them under the 
domination of Austria. That mon- 
archy was given outright the richest 
part of the Valley of the Po. Aus- 
trian Princes and PriucesBes w(ere 
installed over the little kingdoms of 
Northern Italy and the King of Na- 
ples was Induced to make an alli- 
ance with Vienna that made his 
kingdom a subsidiary province. 

For -nearly a half century this 
condition continued, with Italy only 
a name, and with Italians virtually 
ruled by Austria. 

Then the rising tide of nationali- 
ty inspired by Muzzlni and Garibaldi 
and guided by Cavour beat back the 
Austrian lines. In a two months' 
campaign with France as ally Sar- 
dinia defeated Austria at Magenta 
and Solterino. and the nucleus of the 
modern kingdom of Italy was form- 
ed. Central Italy shortly Joined 
Sardinia and the uprising In t h> > 
south under the leadership of Gari- 
baldi completed the unification of 
the peninsula with the exception of 
the papal territory of Rome, which 
was added during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. 

Austria, however, still retained 
It* old Italian holdings of provluce* 
adjoining the new kingdoms, aud 
for the last 40 years there has been 
a movement In Italy tor "redeeui- 
lug" the Italian lands ►till undet| 



Austrian domination. This move 
ment is what Is known on the con 
tlnent as "lrredentlsm." the move- 
ment for regaining "Italia Irreden- 
ta," "Italy unredeemed." 

The war party of 1915 has built 
on the foundation of lrredentlsm 
which was laid by the diplomatists 
who thought they were settling ev- 
erything so snugly at Vienna after 
tlie downfall of Napoleon.— [Kansas 
City Star.
